On the other Hand, even the Phi- 
loſophers are ever wrangling where to 
place their Summum Bonum, or whether 
the contemplative or active Life is to be 
preferr'd. I allow there is ſome Truth 
in what you aſſert, return'd Dinarchus, 
every Man is liable to great Errors, but 
yet all your Rhetoric cannot periuade 
me, that tis not more ſatisfactory to 
ſpend our Time in reading Matters of 
Fact related by Hiſtorians on whom we 
may depend, than in amuſing ourſelves 
with the Chimeras and Overflowings of 
Mens Brains.

convinc*d of his Sincerity, like my Ca- 
milla, ſhe pities the Pains ſhe caus'd, 

and makes him happy as Hippolytus. 
many Arguments were deduc'd from 
theſe Words of the Bridegroom's; Leo- 
nora told him, he levelFd this ſevere 
Invective againſt her, without conſide- 
ring Love*snot in our Choice but Fate. 
Then I am not accountable for my Acti- 
ons, anſwer' d Torriſmond, therefore, 
all Reſiſtance muſt be vain, if Deſtiny 
has fix d me a Slave, why ſhould I ſtrug- 
gle with my Fetters, unable as I am to 
break the Adamantine Chain.
